In the remarks on page 6, the second paragraph the applicant restated the response of the Examiner in the Final 
Office Action wherein applicant was advised that their arguments failed to specifically point out how the language of the claims is 
patentably distinguished from the references. In contradistinction to the aforementioned acknowledgement, applicant further (page 7 of 
the remarks, 3rd paragraph) stated that "applicants have not received any guidance in the present Office Action that explains how their 
arguments (showing differences) were flawed or insufficient." Applicant is henceforth advised that although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims.
